“we have carefully surveyed the 
proposed task and . «+ + it is 
our conclusion that the magnitude 
of the undertaking is beyond the 
facilities we possess or can com- 
mand.” 

Senate Proposal 

‘An independent investigation by 
m bankers’ committee was pro- 
posed in a resolution adopted by 
the state senate in the closing 
hours of the 1939 general assem- 
bly. Earlier, the senate had re- 
fused to concur in extending the 
life of the house investigating 
committee. 

Ina. post-legislative radio talk 
Rivers spoke highly of thé pro- 
aie bankers’ survey and said 
he would co-operate fully if it 


were made. He also pledged co- 
operation to the house group, but 
charged it had been used—against 
its will<as a political “sounding 
board.”

HIGH COURT RULING 
FREES STRECKER 


Declares Alien Cannot 
Be Daported Because 
He Was Once a Red. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—(?) 
In a 6-to-2 decision of far-reach- 
ing implications, the supreme 
court ruled today that an alien 
could not be deported solely be- 
cause he once held membership 
in the Communist party. 

The opinion, delivered by Asso- 
‘ciate Justice Roberts, upheld a 
‘ruling by the fifth circuit of ap- 
peals in the case of Joseph G. 
Strecker, an Austrian-born restau- 
rateur of Hot Springs, Ark. | 

Its immediate effect was to or- 
der Strecker released from custo- 
dy, and by wiping out a construc- 
tion of the deportation statutes 
followed by the Labor Department 
for many years the ruling will 
affect many other cases.

PRIVATE BUSINESS 
PERILED, LEADERS 
WN STATE WARNED 


More Ways of Getting 
Rid of System Than 
by Direct Attack, Reyn- 
olds Official Asserts. 


By LUKE GREENE. — 

Private business enterprise is in 
danger, S. Clay Williams, chair- 
man of the board of R.. J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company, told an indus- 
trial conference of Georgia busi- 
nessmen in Atlanta yesterday and 
warned “there is no danger of the 
system being repudiated but there 
are more ways of getting rid of 
a system than by making a direct 
attack on it.” He said, however, 
it is possible a general repudiation 
might follow “a bogging down of 
that system.” 


Challenge to Business. 


A more optimistic note was 
sounded by Walter B. Weisen- 
burger, executive vice president 
of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, with the state- 
ment: “American business is com- 
mencing to get out of the dog- 
house.” He challenged business- 
men to become “fervent mission- 
aries” of the present system. 

The industrial conference, de- 
signed to analyze industry’s pro- 
gram for 1939, was sponsored by 
the Associated Industries of Geor- 
gia, the Cotton Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation of Georgia and the Na- 
tional Association of Manufactur- 


ers. 

ce iver Linings... 

Williams, who sounded the key- 
note of the conference, said one of 
the principal problems facing 
business was transfer of persons 
who want to work from the gov- 
ernment treasury to private in- 
dustry. 

Although he opened with a pes- 
simistie outlook, Williams turned 
to the brighter side of the picture 
near the end. 

“We are here because we are 
hopeful,” he said. “There are more 
silver linings than we might think 
at first, One of the reasons we 
can be hopeful is that when the 
American citizen gets the facts 
he’ll know the system of private 
enterprise has furnished him a 
higher standard of living and left 
him with.more freedom than any 
other system on this earth.” 


“Must Tell Story.” 

Williams pointed out that 25 
cents of every income dollar now 
goes for taxes—a condition which 
he said is definitely handicapping 
industry. 

Howard Coonley, president of 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, told: the group: “We 
must take the mystery out of busi- 
ness. We must tell ‘our story} 
simply and fully. We must show 
that the profit system is an in- 
tegral part of American democ- 
racy.” 

He labeled the Wagner labor act 
as an “ill-conceived, and ill-ad- 
ministered act that has been one 
of the major deterrents to recov- 
ery,” and said a revision of this 
law was imperative.

INCREASING RATES 


Body Warned Measure 
Will Throw Open City 
to Jitney Bus Operators; 
Monopoly Clause Cut. 


A bickering city council yester- 
day overrode warning that passage 
of the revised taxicab ordinance 
would open the way for renewal 
of jitney bus operations in At- 
lanta and approved the measure 
after a two-hour wrangle. 

The action, however, came only 
after council had at first turned 
down the whole measure, recon- 
sidered its action and then recess- 
ed to refer the whole perplexing 
problem back to the special com- 
mittee for another report. 

On the second attempt, the or- 
dinance was approved with only 
one amendment—providing that a 
10-day notice should be given op- 
erators before they are to be ex~ 
amined by city officials. 

Taxicab Defined. 

In brief, the measure defines a 
taxicab as a “motor vehicle hav- 
ing four doors and used for hire,” 
and provides, among other things, 
for an increase in rates for the 
inner zone of from 15 cents a trip 
with four passengers to 20 cents 
for two passengers and stipulates 
it is mandatory on the company to 
haul only three persons for the 
price of one on trips within the) 
30-cerit zone. An extra charge of

FLOODS ENDANGER 
TORNADO SECTORS 


49 Dead, 340 Injured in 
Seven Southern States; 
Damage Near Million. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 17. 
(P)\—The death list from spring 
tornadoes that raked seven south- 
ern states rose tonight to 49 as 
flood dangers added a new threat. 
More than 340 were injured. 


In Arkansas, where the twister 
fatality toll was highest, stretches 
of 11 highways were closed by 
high water and six major streams 
were rising rapidly. The weather 
bureau gave notice hundreds of 
lowlanders might be forced to 
evacuate. 

A series of sporadic tornadoes 
that swooped down over the week 
end killed 26 and injured 222 in 
Arkansas; left seven dead and 33 
injured in Oklahoma, eight dead 
and 24 injured in Louisiana, seven 
dead and 26 injured in Texas, one 
dead and 25 injured in Alabama. 
Mississippi reported four injured, 
and Tennessee tornado damage in 
one community but no casualties. 


Property damage was estimated 
at close to-a million dollars. 


Major disaster scene was the 
little community of Center Point 


in southeastern Arkansas where 
17 were killed and more than 60 
injured. Eight of the injured were 
reported near death. 

Eleven died when the twister 
whirled away. the Center Point 
Community church in which they 
and others took refuge just after 
the close of an outdoor funeral. 
Others were killed when 25 homes 
in the section were leveled. Among 
the dead at the church was the 
Baptist pastor, the Rev. Thomas 
West, 52.

EVOLUTION—AND FARMS, 

Despite the prophets of disquiet, there is 
g@mple evidence that the Georgia agricultural 
@muation is muddling through its crisis toward 
@ sensible rearrangement dictated in part by 
Many factors, but more generally by following 
a path which might be well termed evolution. 

The latest reports on the condition of the 
farm pulse in the state reveal that, while King 
Cotton is slowly being overshadowed on his 
throne, Georgia farmers have been receiving 
more in terms of “insurance” crops and home- 
grown and raised products. While in 1924 the 
farmer had a cash income of $217,000,000, this 
figure today stands at $151,000,000—approxi- 
mately the same in terms of a gold dollar as 
that received in 1932, or $90,000,000.. However, 
there is ample evidence that the actual differ- 
ence in income between 1924 and today is 
minor because of this factor of wider adoption 
of live-at-home practices. It is entirely falla- 
cious to measure farm income solely by the 
cash income of the farmer, as though he, of 
necessity, purchased all his foodstuff in the 
manner of the urban dweller. If his actual in- 
come is lower than that of his fellows it is be- 
cause he has been utilizing his cash income to 
purchase products he should have grown. 

Cotton acreage is down to 2,064,000 acres, 
which represents a diversion in land use of 
from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 acres to crops which, 
while they may not be essentially cash crops, 
increase the total value of the farm income far 
beyond that of the era in which cotton reigned 
unchallenged. To those familiar with the utter 
futility of the diversification arguments of ag- 
ricultural experts as late as the early 1930's, 
this is the most encouraging sign in the pres- 
ent-day trend. It will continue to be encourag- 
ing, however, only as long as cotton demand 
on the domestic and world markets does not 
lure the farmer back to the practice of putting 
all his eggs in one basket and keeping the bas- 
ket after the bottom has dropped out. The drop 
in acreage in Georgia has been dictated by 
many considerations, chief credit, of course, 
going to the AAA program of curtailed produc- 
‘tion. But even in this situation, one finds that 
the curtailment of acreage has in itself brought 
about an increased yield per acre and a lesson 
to the farmer for so many years content to 
grow the staple without regard to individual 
acreage production. It may be that this has 
permanently diverted a portion of the acreage 
of every farm to crops that reduce the cash 
expenses of the farmer or build the soil for the 
future. 

It will be many years before the Georgia 
farmer can turn from cotton as his chief cash 
crop, if ever. The chief hope for a better farm 
income lies in the achievement of a balance 
between chief cash crop production, “insur- 
ance” crop production and the raising of prod- 
ucts to feed both the human and the animal 
residents. While this desirable state is utopian 
in concept, it has been proved that the farmer 
who follows a general plan of this nature is in- 
deed rich. 

Naturally, there are the inter-related factors 
of credit, of marketing, of live stock breeding, 
of technical advances, of unwise government 
control and wise government control, of the my- 
riad fancies of nature. But basically there is 
ample evidence that out of the profound up- 
heaval of the past 20 years there has been at 
work an evolution of cause and effect that is 
today being reflected in the Georgia farm 
scene. It is an evolution that will never stop, 


and it is only at the end of one period of great .

TIME TO TAKE STOCK 


The President’s plea for peace in Europe has 


met an expected rebuff from the dictators. The 
frenzy with which they have set their stage 
for an answer justifying their rejection, how- 
ever, is indicative of the weight attached to the 
message. ; 

But overshadowing this frenzy is the fact 
that they will not be swerved from their de- 
termination to wrest Europe from independ- 
ence, and that they quite apparently have well- 
laid plans that the peace plea will not disrupt. 
This despite the protestations of peaceful in- 
oat that have flowed so smoothly from their 

ps. 

In the welcome accorded the statesmanlike 
mediation offer of the President lies the an- 
swer to the path the United States must take 
during the years to come. America has done 
everything in its power to halt the test of arms, 
and upon that the nation must rest. The house 
must be put in order. The world knows the po- 
sition of this country and there is nothing to 
be gained by any further, and necessarily 
stronger, actions aimed at quelling the flames. 

It is only natural that the sympathies of 
this country will rest with Great Britain and 
France and against the dictators, however 
much the democracies might be responsible for 
thé collision which now impends. That sympa- 
thy undoubtedly will take the form of permit- 
ting these nations to purchase foodstuffs and 
some supplies in this country—paying in ‘cash 
and shipping in their own vessels. The same 
privilege must be given the aggressor nations 
—providing they can get to this country and 
get back, Technically, this maintains neutral- 

y. 

Beyond this the United States cannot ven- 
ture. It will be thrice-fold more difficult in 
1939 to resist the very logical arguments for 


American intervention, for America has a great . 


But great as that stake 
may be, it cannot measure against the terrible 
cost of American participation in another over- 
seas war. By a technical neutrality the United

SAVANNAH AND PAPER 
In Savannah this week the south honors its 
new cash crop and the finished product of its 
forest wealth—paper. Running as a theme 
through the celebration as newsprint through a 
press is the more than 200-year history of 
Georgia, and it is well at this time to give 


pause and recall the cycles of crop develop-. 


ment and recession so intimately entwined 
with the growth of Savannah. 

When, in 1733, Oglethorpe founded the city 
which now pays tribute to King Papyrus, one 
of the major objects was the growth of mul- 
berry trees for the production of silk. It failed, 
and trading soon became the major occupation 
of the inhabitants, followed then by the rice 
plantations, the production of sugar and the 
preparation of naval stores, pouring wealth 
through the great seaport. Rice and: sugar to- 
day come into the port rather than out from 
it. Then came cotton—King Cotton—and the 
wharves of Savannah became the platforms of 
wealth for its citizens and for Georgians. To- 
day cotton in world markets comes more and 
more from the ports of other countries. 

But, in these recent years, Savannah has 
found paper slowly taking a greater and great- 
er importance, and the port entered a new 
phase in the shifting tides of its history. 

So that it is fitting that in Savannah the 
south honors King Papyrus, for in that port is 
mirrored the history of the region and its 
wealth. Once lumber, too, was a rich source 
of cargo for the ships heading down the river 
to the seven seas. Today it is paper from Geor- 
gia pines. If Georgia will make it 80, paper 
manufacture will continue to be a powerful in- 
fluence in the economic life of the port and of 
Georgia. If it does not, then paper will follow 
the pathway of rice, sugar, lumber and cotton, 
dwindling in importance as the forest wealth of 
the state is sent down into the river as is the 
oe that carries the lesson of denuded forest 

s. 

In the story of Savannah are the examples 
which must be taken to heart in the south. By 
conservation and only by conservation will the 
new hope of the pulpwood crop reach fruition.

WASHINGTON, April 17.—() 
House investigators heard today

After Lasser had testified that 
his organization endeavored to 
avert rather than to encourage 
strikes of WPA workers, Repre- 
sentative Ditter, Republican, Penn- 
sylvania, introduced a pamphlet 
which he said Benjamin had writ- 
ten for relief employes.

“The right to organize means 
the right to strike.

RUSSIA PLEDGES 
PLANES TO BRITAIN 


Nations Would Join With 
France in Pooling Craft 
Against Fascists. 


PARIS, April 17.—(UP)— 
French authorities reported to- 
night that Great Britain and 
France had reached a complete 
agreement with Soviet Russia for 
a tri-power air pact, pooling the 
warplanes of the three nations 
under an extension of Europé’s 
armed “peace front.” 

At the same time the Russians 
were said to have notified France 
that they are prepared to sign 
a mutual assistance pact with Brit- 


ain and harness it to their existing 
military alliance with France. 

French officials estimated that 

under the air pact Britain, France 
and Soviet Russia could pool 
10,500 first-line fighting planes, 
ready for a gigantic bombing at- 
tack against any “aggressor” na- 
tion attempting to smash Europe’s 
frontiers. 
The tri-power air pact, it was 
said by French authorities, will be 
formally announced in the Brit- 
ish house of commons by Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain. 

It was reported simultaneously 
that the basis had been reached 
for an agreement extending the 
“stop Hitler” alignment to include 
Turkey, World War ally of Ger- 
many and guardian of the stra- 
tegic Dardanelles. 

Separate negotiations between 
Paris and London and Ankara 
were said to have opened the way 
for extension of the Franco-Brit- 
ish military pledges to include 
Turkey in the same manner that 
they already apply to Poland, Ru- 
mania and Greece. 

In exchange, Turkey will align 
herself with the western powers 
in any future conflict by opening 
the Dardanelles to the “anti-ag- 
gression” fleets and _ providing 
naval communications between 
Russia and the western powers. 
The Dardanelles at the same time 
would be closed to Italy and Ger- 
many, thereby enabling Russia to 
supply the smaller powers with oil 
and wheat to carry on a war.

AUGUSTA, Ga., April 17.—(#) 
“No’ matter how depressing con- 
ditions may- seem in this great 
country of ours, we-must remem- 
ber that we still are the greatest 
and best nation in the world to- 
day” Governor Rivers told the 
Georgia head camp of the Wood- 
men of the World convention here 
today .

The reason for the spirit of 
peace and good will is “our be- 
lief in the spirit of helping others 
instead of killing others.”

ASKS SESSION CALL 


Legislative Revision of Fi- 
nancing Method Urged by 
M.E. Thompson. 


BLAIRSVILLE, Ga., April 17.— 
(P?)—M. E. Thompson, assistant 
state school superintendent, to- 
night advocated immediate recon- 
vening of the legislature “to fi- 
nance Georgia’s public schools.” 


The youthful executive was 
principal speaker at commence- 
ment exercises of Blairsville High 
school, closing three weeks short of 
a nine-month term due to lack of 
funds.

roads and welfare. 

“What is grue of Union county 
in this respect,” he added, “may 
be said of 100 other Georgia coun- 
ties.”

Judge Grice said. “Prisons are not 
provided for playing. I am in- 
formed that only last night a num- 
ber of prisoners who had been 
carried to Brunswick or some oth- 
er point far away for the purpose 
of playing. a game of baseball were 
permitted to stop on the streets 
of Glennville and leave their con- 
veyance.
